RETROSPECT 


‘SHE GROWTH OF CABLE AND PAY TELEVISION 

We left off in January with the humble be- 
ginnings of Community Antenna TV in 1950. 
During the fifties, CATV showed little change 
from those first few systems. They stayed 
mainly in remote areas where television rece 
tion was either poor or nonexistent. CATV 
systems did nothing more than amplify weak 
television signals, But also in the fifties 
there were two brief attempts to offer commer. 
cial-free motion pictures on’ an empty channel 
at an additional price. In Palm Springs, Cal. 
ifornia, International Telemeter Corporation 
operated for five months in 1953, using coin 
box attachments on a television set as the 
means of paying for the service. In Bartles- 
ville, Oklahoma, Jerrold Electronics Corpora~ 
tion and Video Independent Theatres, Inc., 
offered movies by cable for an additional 
monthly charge from 9/1957 to 6/1958. 

During the sixties, pay~TV had to fight for 
public acceptance, From 2/60 to 4/65, Famous 
Players Canadian Corporation, a subsidiary of 
Paramount Pictures, and International Tele- 
meter used cable television to send two chan- 
nels of movies, and one channel of sports and 
various other programs in Etobicoke, Ontario, 
a suburb of Toronto. As many as 5,500 homes 
subscribed to the service. On 6/26/1962, Hom 
Entertainment Company announced plans to op 
ate a pay-TV service in Santa Monica, Califor 
nia to begin that September, after State au- 
thorities approved the construction of a dis- 
tribution network by General Telephone 
Company. Subscribers were billed by electron 
ically punched cards from a meter outside the 
‘house, But then opposition began to arise 
from the public, which was afraid that pay-TV 
would replace free television, and from the 
theatre owners, which would be hurt by the 
competition from pay-TV. 

On 6/29/72, RKO General, in cooperation wit 
Zenith Radio Corporation, began transmitting 
over-the-air pay-TV from WHCT-TV, the RKO 
station on channel 18 in Hartford, Connecti- 
cut. The FCC had granted authorization to 
Operate the pay-TV service for a three-year 
trial period. Opposition came from theatre 
owners and commercial television operators, 
but the FCC's grant was upheld by the United 
States Appeals Court. In May, 1964, Subscri 
tion Television, Inc., began operation in Los 
Angeles and San Francisco, offering live 
games, first-run films, and other unique 
programming to as many as 6,000 homes. But 
again, networks and theatre owners arose in 

opposition, waging a scare campaign. The 
scare campaign was effective, causing Califor. 
nia voters on November 3, 1964 to vote by a 


2:1 margin to ban pay-TV from the state. 
Subscription Television, Inc., ceased opera~ 
tion on November 6, but pursued the matter 
with theSupreme Court. The Supreme Court 
ruled the referendum as unconstitutional, but 
by that time Subscription Television had gone 
bankrupt. 

But cable television had other potentials 
peyond pay-TV. Cable companies were begin- 
ning to realize that they could also import 
distant stations by means of microwave links, 
could also produce specialized and localized 
services over a vacant channel, and could 
also provide two-way communications. Once it 
found these abilities, cable TV became 
appealing to the big cities, and was no 
longer limited to fringe areas. But this 
meant wore fears of competition to the broad- 
casters, who began to turn to the FCC for 
regulatory protection. : 

FCC involvement in cable TV regulations was 
slow coming. When Panther Valley TV Company 
checked in with the FCC, it was told that, 
pecause PVIV did not do any broadcasting or 
transmitting, but merely amplified and dis- 
tributed already~existing signals, no license 
was necessary. Even in 1959, the FCC had 
occasion to state specifically that under the 
Communications Act of 1934, the FCC had no 
jurisdiction over cable services. 

But on April 7, 1964, at the 42nd annual 
convention of the National Association of 
Broadcasters, held in Chicago, FCC chairman 
& William Henry assured broadcasters that, 
since they provide local service, they should 
be given protection against competition from 
CATV and pay-TV systems. Broadcasters should 
show evidence of a sincere interest in ser- 
ving local needs and interests, and "wire TV" 
should be a supplemental service, not a 
substitute service. 

The FCC was under pressure from broadcast— 
ers and from regulators concerned with the 
issues of copyright, technical standards, and 
over-the-air television. There was also 
pressure from Congress. And the FCC was 
itself concerned with the effects of cable TV 
on the economic well-being of broadcast 
stations providing the only local service in 
small communities, This mood prompted the 
FCC's First Report and Order in 1965, and the 
Second Report and Order in 1966. Considering 
microwave links to distant television sta-~ . 
tions as a form of radio transmission, the 
FCC felt it was in a position to set rules 
on cable systems using those relays. The 
rules established in 1966 required that those 
cable systems be obligated to carry signals 
of local stations upon their request, and 
that no distant stations be relayed that 
would duplicate the local station's program 
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ming. Cable companies in the top 100 televi- 
sion markets were prohibited fron importing 
distant television signals. The FCC finally 
asserted its authority over cable television, 
acknowledging its concern for the economic 
health of the television broadcasting indus- 
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on cable television. On 8/5/1971, Congress 
was notified of the FCC's adopted rules. 

On 2/3/1972, the FCC announced those rules 
to the public in the Cable Television Report 
and Order. Those rules took effect 3/31/72. 
Cable companies were required to carry a min- 
imum of twenty channels, make two channels 
available without charge for local government 
and educational broadcasts, and designate one 
channel for a free public access channel. 
Cable companies also had to provide for a 
system to enable viewers to transmit signals 
back to a central office. 

The issue of distant signals was also dealt 
with in the new rules, In the top fifty 
market areas, cable companies could import 
only those programs for which local broadcas~ 
ters had not purchased exclusive rights. In 
the next fifty markets, exclusive film rights 
were limited to one year. : 

All TV signals being transmitted from 
within 35 miles of the cable system had to be 
carried, Noncommercial stations had to be 
carried by cable companies within its Grade B 
contour, and other stations which are "signi~ 
ficantly viewed" also had to be carried. 

In later years these rules vere modified 
and eased. The 20-channel capacity was 
Limited to cable systems with over 3,500 
subscribers, as was the two-way capacity. 
Requirements for nonbroadcast channels and 
channels set aside for public, government, 
educational, and leased use, were dropped. 
There were three basic factors leading to the 
easing of the FCC rules. Court decisions 
often reversed FCC policies with regard to 
cable television, The FCC's ow deregula- 
tory tendencies questioned the necessity of 
some of its own rules, The passage of the 
1976 Copyright Law by Congress made the FCC's 
rules on exclusive rights and program dupli- 
cation obsolete. 

When the 1972 rules for cable television 
went into effect, the growth of cable tele- 
vision in urban areas calle to a halt, but 
only temporarily, Pay-TV was gaining ground, 
and cable television was once again on the 
increase. NAB and the commercial networks 
once again began campaigns against pay-TV, 
warning thatit could siphon away most of the 
free programming from commercial television. 

In 1975, the FCC acted with a new set of 
rules which made it very difficult for pay-TV 
syatems to obtain films and certain sports 
events. On November 3, 1975, HBO and six 
multiple systems operators took the issue to 
the U.S. Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia. On March 25, 1977, the court 
voided the FCC rules on pay-TV. When the 
FCCappealed to the Supreme Court to reverse 
the Court of Appeals' decision, it was turned 
down. 

Even today, there are still prophets of’ 
doom, trying to tell us that the day is com 
ing whenconventional television as we know it 
will cease to exist, that everybody will have 
either cable television or satellite TV. 

They have been predicting doom for nearly 30 
years, but broadcast television is stronger 
than ever, and isn't about to cease.

With the growth of the cable industry 
brought to a virtual standstill in major 
urban areas, objections wore raised against 
the FCC and the issue was taken to the 
“Courts. The FCC rested its defense on the 
Communications Act of 1934, which authorized 
the FCC to regulate interstate commerce by 
wire and radio, On June 11, 1968, the 
Supreme Court ruled in favor of the FCC,. 
stating that the FCC is responsible for the 
protection of local television broadcast 
service. 

Having won its right to regulate cable TV, 
the FCC immediately went, to work to establish 
a framework of rules to regulate cable tele- 
vision, and its proposed rules were made 
public in June, 1970. It was proposed that 
cable companies carrying distant signals 
black out commercials from those stations 
and substitute local commercials, There vere 
also proposed restrictions on the number of 
distant signals that could be carried. The 
FCG proposed that cable companies pay a 
copyright fee to stations they rebroadcast, 
that 5% of their gross subscription fees go 
to a contribution to the Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting, that local stations have 
same-day protection from duplication of local 
programs by distant stations. Cable systers 
should observe local sports blackouts in the 
event that a distant station would carry that 
event. CATV systems would be permitted an 
unspecified number of channels for ‘pay-TV. 
New systems should provide at least twenty 
channels, with at least one used for news, 
public affairs, local events, and free poli- 
tical broadcasts, 

In June, 1971, President Nixon, concerned 
about cable television's possible adverse 
effects on broadcast television, - established 
a committee to "develop a comprehensive 

licy with regard to cable." The White 

louse assured the FCC that the purpose of the 
committee was not to interfere with FCC 

tions, policy-making, or rule-making. 

This committee was to deal with long-tern 
issues such as possible common carrier 
status for CATV, its long-range social and 
economic implications, and the type of 
nonbroadcast services thatCATV should 
provide, 

Those in the broadcasting and cable indus- 
tries welcomed the formation of this commit— 
tee, noting that the White House recognized 
the importance of the stability of both. But 
FCC Chairman Dean Burch was concerned that 
some conflict may develop, especially after 
officials from the White House Office of 
Telecommunications Policy stated that the 
ultimate decision on cable policy rested wit 
Congress. The FCC assured John A. Pastore, 
chairman of the Senate Communications Subco 
mittee, that it would consult with that 
iia before establishing its final rules

WDZL, channel 39, the station that had the 
transmitter mishap days before it was sched- 
uled to go on the air. Financially, the 
station is still in good shape while opera- 
ting on a 250 kw transmitter temporarily. 
They hope to have a new 5,000 kw transmitter 
and antenna operating by February 1. The 
temporarily used weaker antenna had cut the 
station's projected coverage area by as much 
as 50%. 

Tom Yingling reports that KA2KEH, the 
satellite-fed spanish translator operating on 
channel 56 in Washington, DC, is now on 
channel 14, replacing the educational trans~ 
lator on that channel. The owners of KA2XEH 
bought out that station several months ago. 

One personal note. I observed WBRE-TV, chan- 
nel 28 in Wilkes-Barre, PA one night. They 
apparently stay on all night broadcasting 
digital time, job openings, program schedules, 
advertisements, and weather on the video, and 
piped music on the audio. 

One late news report: the 1/27/83 Federal 
Register contained the FCC's announcement 
about changing ita rules to allow land-mobile 
radio to share the UHF television spectrum, 
The FR did not contain the text of the FCC 
proposal, which I'm expecting to receive 
directly from the FCC any day now. If I

In the VHF spectrum, most practical high-gain antennas are yagi (or more 
properly, yagi-uda antennas) antennas, or some kind of combination of the 
yagi and log periodic design. You may have noticed by now that the best 
FM DXing antennas are usually quite close to the classical yagi design, 
if you are at all familiar with that basic element configuration, 


The problem with the yagi, at least the basic type of yagi, is that it 

is narrowband by nature--it can really only work well at or near one 
frequency, unless you are willing to make a few compromises to broaden 
signal response... Thus, it's pretty simple to make yourself a homemade 
yagi out of old antenna elements or aluminum tubing stock, if you want 
to."cut" it for a particular frequency. AS you approach the FM broadcast 
band frequencies, the physical size of an antenna is quite manageable for 
the average experimenter, So, with the availability of old antennas, 
what DxXer isn't tempted to try a little project of his own? 


In my own case, I became interested in increasing directivity by adding 
elements, I've noticed that most FM deep fringe antennas have boom lengths 
not exceeding 12 feet, with many of them geared to a 10-foot design, and 
with any more than 10 elements being rare, except in a purely log-neriodic 
itype of array. Personally, I believe that maximum gain versus overall 
performance has been achieved by Channel Master in their Stereo Probe 9 
model, and that model only features 9 elements, incredibly. Their secret 
lies in how they use those elements, and the fact. that the driven sectian 
of the Probe 9 features four full resonant folded dipole antennas tuned 

to exactly the right parts of the 88 to 108 MHz band, 


However, it would seem that the experimenter could outdo the specs of most 
commercially made antennas by using more elements on a longer boom, at = 
least at first glance. But, it's not that simple. The 20 MHz bandwidth 
of the FM broadcast band is the limiting factor here. Adding more direct- 
ors on a longer boom will increase the antenna's directivity--but it also 

; will lower the antenna 
feedpoint impedance, 
It is important that 
this impedance be 
maintained as close to 
the norm--in our case 
300 ohms--as possible. 


Adding even one more 
director to a proven 
design can screw 
things un faster than 
you can imagine, in 
some cases, Adding 

a few more can really 
be asking for trouble.

TECHNICAL TOPICS 


Q: “I have not had much luck with auroral DX. How far north does one need 
What frequency is best to try?" 

A: Your auroral DX results depend upon your geomagnetic location on the 
continent, and as a result, no two areas of the same geographic latitude 
seem to be able to experience the same reception conditions for this form 
of propagation, which may be considered one of the more exotic modes the 
further south you happen to live. All of Canada, and parts of the north-— 
eastern U.S., seem to be fair to very good for auroral DX potential; areas 
of the central and northwestern U.S. of similar latitudes are rather poor 
by. comparison. In contrast to the fairly frequent northerly auroral events, 
it is a very rare occurrence in most southern areas. Some very large 
auroral events have been noted by southern DXers, but usually quite weakly. 
March is the best time of the year to get into auroral DX on VHF, and your 
best shot at it will be on the FM broadcast band. While it is possible to 
observe auroral "hash" on lowband TV channels when the aurora is active, 
identification of TV DX is almost impossible--you'd be much better off in 


checking the FM channels, which suffer relatively little distortion during 
auroral events. 


Q: “I have seen FM loggings reported by DXers showing that stations to the 


south of them were received via auroral Propagation. How does this effect 
take place?" 


A: When an auroral disturbance takes Place, the DX signals you hear are 
‘actually bouncing off something that resembles a "curtain" of ionization 
high above the polar regions of the northern hemisphere. You could think 
of it as a kind of vertical shimmering skip cloud that has a line-of-sight 
"view" of both your DX location and the station to the south of you. As 
auroras increase in intensity, the chances for this southerly auroral Dx 
phenomenon also increase. FM stations from Georgia and the Carolinas have 
been heard in the Northeast U.S. states during large auroral displays.
